BELIEVED TU BE INSANE. 


The Wife of a Piomiueut Railway Of­ 
ficial Found Dead Beside Her 
Murdered Children.

Big Four railroad, together with her 
three children, two girls and a boy , 
aged respectively 6 , 9 and 13, were 
found 
dead 
in their home. 
No. 
519 West Thirty -fourth street, 
in 
Westport, this morning. 
Mrs. Green is supposed to have 
com m itted the crime at an early 
hour W ednesday morning. 
At that 
time neighbors heard pistol shots 
near the Green home, but no inves­ 
tigation was made until the 
non- 
appearance of the Green family led 
to an inq uiry . 
Mr. Green is traveling passenger 
agent of the Big Four railway , and 
is supposed to be in Salt Lake City . 
Repeated knocks at the door this 
morning failed to bring a response. 
Then a ladder was raised to a sec­ 
ond story window and one of the 
neighbors wen’: in. 
A horrible scene met his gaze. 
The three children 
had all been 
killed in their beds with a rei/olver, 
and the m other lay dead in the 
doorway with the revolver at her 
side. 
It was evident that she had 
put the children to bed, waited un­ 
til they were asleep and then sent 
them into eternity . 
T he only e x ­ 
planation of the terrible crime is 
that Mrs. G reen was insane.
